I am glad to hear you are home from the hosnital and hope you 
will soon be 100^ (Please don't feel obligated to answer unless 
you really feel uo to it), 

I really en^Joyed reading your letter. I was glad to find that 
I was not the only nerson to see the debris going over "fti e back 
of the trunk. My purnose in writing was not to set forth any 
concrete story, but rather bring to your attention what I read- 
ily recognize as pre 313 head shots. As far as the .1|.5 slug 
that Walthers found, it could be a fragment of a 300 magnum for 
all I Imow, or it coold be a rock, but the nolnjr is that JPK was 
hit at least twice (I can discern at least 3 separate shots) 
before his head "exr lodes". I am not worried in the least about 
my re’-'utation, I just wanted to •point out an overlooked (at least 
as far as books on the subject are concerned) area. I have nei- 
ther the time, resources, or 'the '••rof essional backgr'^und to do 
anything oo my own, but t’ ese in between shots seem to make con- 
ceivable things that \ip till now were inconceivable. All the 
different dfescri’^tions of the head wound (s), the different des- 
criptions of the assasr ination itself nov; can be reconciled. 

It is one thing for one witness to be at odds with ■f' e rest of 
the witnesses, but something entirely different for a grou-o of 
witnesses to corroborate each others testimony (for example the 
woimd(s) to the left side of JFK's head). 

I also iTealij^e that you must be extremely careful in what you 
say (evi’entiy even to me ih nrivate) concerning the assassin- 
ation because of certain neople who would try to discredit you 
and invalidate all of the tremendous amount of work you have 
already dnne. But I do not "Dlan on going on record about any- 
thing, I was just trying to provide you with what I know would 
be a solid lead. Please don't thlnfe that I am trying to confuse 
the issue, I have jir t been trying to he I'D, But this business 
about the in between ots will bear fruit if it is rursued in 
proper manner, I may be in error in the minute details, but I 
guarantee you he was hit at the very least tvio time prior ot 
313. 

Due to the fact hhat I do not have stills or slides I am forced 
to study the Zanruder film as it moves. I have seen it a few 
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hundred times since I wrote ray last letter. Now, I think thst it 
is a blessing that I had no stills, because I feel th't; I would 
have missed some things that I have found since then due to lack 
of motion. I now feel like I have really found the secret of 
the Z film. What I am ab'~'ut to tell you may sound far out, but 
I would almost bet my life th-^t study by a ■"hyat.cist would bear 
it out. 

I feel like Zanruder actually filmed the assassination at 21). 
frames oer sec. like that early FBI re^^ort stated. Only an idiot 
would not have utilized the slow motion feature after ■'aying the 
extra money for the ontion, and then having a once in a lifetime 
opportunity to film the President of the United States ride by 
in a car. The FBI, by saying the assassination was filmed at 
18.3 frames ner sec. gave themselves the ontion to cut out what- 
ever frames they so chose, and as long as they cut out the frames 
at fairly regular intervals the film would still have the annear- 
ance of moving at reguir sneed. But the best iaid ’^lans... 

Six frames were cut out in sequence causing a big "jumn'* as the 
limousine went behind the StemMons sign (nossibly m re th/’h 6, 
but that is all Life will admit). These could have been cut out 
for a multitude of reasons, but ''ne of the main ones I believe 
was to obscure the umbrella that suddenly raises about 2 feet 
as if to signal the commencement of the ass': ssination. Tlais 
umbrella is virtually out of sight at t’ne first cut and is com- 
nletely raised at t’e lafet cut, but at the last cut, the lira'u- 
sine is almost halfway out from behind the sign and is in the 
background directly behind the \xmbrella in the Picture and is 
virtually irtnossible to detect unless you know what you are 
looking fcr . Life did orlnt 6 of the f r mes that it accident- 
ally destrjjyed, but these are quite fuzzy and in still frames 
one does n^t see the motion of the raising umbriila. 

As I began watching the assassination over and over backwards 
and forwqrds etc., I suddenly noticed other jiim-'S in the film. 
Most of these ovour right at the Instants of the 270 head shots. 
Obviously, the im act frames had to be eliminated- only it would 
take more than iust one frame to obfuscate these hits (for ex- 
ample the red halo can be seen for several frames after the 313 
shot(s)). These would not be as visible , however, as t e 313 
shot ( s ) , so nrobably 2 or 3 frames would suffice. These cuts 
can be seen by watching not the President who was Zanruder *s 
focal ooint, but for examnle by watching the v/aving man in the 
foreground al> the bottom of toe nicture as the limousine emerges 
from behind the sign. He does not glide across the -icture as 
he should, but rather he ".ierks" across quite visibly. These 



"jerks” are caused by consecutive cuts in the film. Aiso, if 
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you watch closely the flow of white naterial across the rear of 
the trunk, you will see it move quickly, fien slow down, and 
soeed U’^ again. Remember, to make the timing come out right, if 
they cut several frames in sequence, they must make U'' for it 
by adding several slow motion frames in a row. This is what makes 
the debris ao’^ear unnatural as it moves across the trunk. Anoth- 
er exam’^le is the driver of the limousinft’s face. Twice he looks 
back at during the assassination (I know that he testified 

that he didn't, but this is quite clear on my film- the color 
and definition is extremely sharo), but one time his head moves 
l 80 ^ in ne eighteenth of a second, from looking straight back to 
1 •'oking straight forward in one frame's difference. There are 
many other noints of reference which would show these cuts, but 
ray ■'ur ose here is to 'ust le" you kn w they exist. Also, -^ou 
will see that -ne instant there is no debris, then the next in- 
stant the trunk is covered wit^K it and it is in motion erratSlc- 
ally flowing rearwards. This white material (which is sprinkled 
v/itiiK rainui-.e flecks of red) is not reflection because if y- u 
look, you can see the natural reflection on the highly olished 
trunk throughout the entire assassination. 

Anothe-' thing is the gunman at the end of the Z film. He is in 
the oicture 'ust before tbe lim usine enters the tri-'le under- 
nass for about a half a second as Zanruds- dips his camera 
momentarily and raised it again. There is no doubt about this. 

The gunman that annears in certain frames of the Nix film looks 
like soots of light that resemble a mn aiming a rifle, but after- 
all they are only light snots, nothing at all to suggest tliey are 
a man. But the gunman at the end of the Z film is Indeed a gun- 
man; no doubt what s ^ ever. He is crouched '"'n the knoll near 
the underpass behind a tree. He jfe wearing a t:.n shirt and a 
t-n hat that appears to be - sailor hat with the brim turned dovm 
in his hands he holds a rifle with a scope across his knees. 

You can only see one of his hands actually because his back and 
left side is facing Zapruder's camera, but you can see thd; to 
suo "ort the rifle he obviously must be holding the stf'ck end of 
the rifle with his right hand'. He is right handed because tbe 
barrel of the rifle is nointing directly to his left.^ He is 
v/atching the limousime go under the overoass . He begins t ; 
stand to run as the camera leaves him. I have seen blowups of 
this man (Robert Groden's) in which you can even make out the 
scone n the fifle. Even on ray cony of the film this gunman 
is quite obvio|is even though you can't make out the scop®. 

There is a -hoto of Billy Hargis taken seconds after the shoot- 
ing showing him ,1ust after he has f rsaken his motorcycle. He 
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is looking exactly where the gunman should be on the knoll, but 
it an ears that he must be nainted out. A subsequent "'hoto 
taken only moments after this shows Hargis has nm all the v/ay u^ 
the knoll to where the fence meets the overnass and he is look 
ing over the fence, I forge b who it was exactly but I think 
thsfc one of the witnesses on the overpass that day told of a 
man they saw throw something into some bushes. This could have 
been thegunman handing his rifle to an accom'->lice behind the 
fence vdilch was to’^ped with bushed, ,1ust before he lumped across 
the fence. Again, I wish to noint out that these are only ’pos- 
sibilities, BUT the gunman was quite real- it is ’’>eot)le that 
could have seen him that I am con.^ecturing on. 

So oerha^s you won’t think that I have an overactive imagination, 
maybe I should tell you some things about me( if I can say it 
without you thinking I'm trying to blow ray own horn.). Firstly, 
although I don't have any exact measiirement s to re1-«r» to you, 
but I have been told by doct— that ray eyesight is far above 
average and also when I was I9 I took an IQ test in which I 
scored in the l50's in the area of spatial perceotion, which as 
you know means that I have the uhique ability to ipick oatterns 
out of mazed and to estimate relative sizes of corresoonding 
objects, and so on. Perhaos this is why I was able to notice 
at' least some things th* others have not. 

Just remember that JFK commands the attention most of the time 
while viewing the Z film and since Za-^ruder's camera was trained 
on him, missing frames will not be noticed as readily . xxx t fo cygM. 
This is why to ’ilck U’p the cuts you must concentrate on the 
oeri’phery, and use common sense. If you see some debris flying 
over the rear of the car then there must have been a transiting 
rifle hit from the front. If there is no observable imnact, 
then the Im’^'act frame must hove been cut or doctored. If it 
was cut, then you should be able to nick it U’ by using refer- 
ence ’Points, if it was doctored, then a minute scrutiny with 
a mlcrosco’pe should bear this out, I have seen the cuts but I 
am unable to oinnolnt them because of my lack of hotogra"'hie 
equi’pment, but you could. 

If all of this shooting was going on, then became of the 

bullets after they went over the rear of the limousine? Some 
hit the oavement which several witnesses saw. Gary Peafte a 
newspaper man here in Terrell told me that his Aunt was on the 
SW corner of Elm and Ho'iston Sts. during the ass-s sination and 
she said she saw a bullet strike the parement send ttp dust and 
narticles which struck a policeman in the face. The "oliceman 
bent over and grabbed his face. The next day she called the 
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Dallas Police Station to see how the officer was and was told 
that he was all ri^^ht. She also saw a station wa(^on behding the 
arcade tha t she felt was involved somehow. 

Another witness v/as about 12 or 13 at the time and was standing 
on the SE corner of E2im and Houston Sts. He does not want to 
be involved, but I faiow him 'personally and have never known him 
to lie. He told me his story about 2 years ago, but I didn't 
think what he said was 'possible at the time. I thought he was 
.just excited and due to his youth had mistaken motorcycles for 
gunfire, but since I saw those 270 head shots, I see tfet he 
•aiows just exactly what hapneded in Dealy Plaza. He told me 
that he heard 3 very loud evenly s'^aced shots that he tho\aght 
wftBe coming from the Daltex Bldg. Having lust returned from a 
hunting trip, he recognized immediately the sound of a hi^ 
oowered fifle, he fell nrone to the ground. Just as these shots 
were over he heard a rarid serdfes of oops like firecrackers. He 
said it sounded like one man was firing rabidly and evenly with 
a small caliber automatic weapon. Simultaneously, another gun 
fired two shots during this time. He knew immediately that 
these shots were coming from the imoll and toward him so he 
decided to take his chances and try to run out of the line of 
fire. These second shots consisted of •nosslbly as mqny as 8 
shots. Then a slight 'pause and then 2 more right together from 
two diffrr ent rifles because of the difference of sound. He 
said that as he got un to run that he is almost sure th^t tv/o 
neople near the corner of Elm and Houston we i-e wounded. One 
anneared to be hit in the leg and another seemed to get hit in 
the lower abdomen. As he was running wray a Policeman asked 
him what he was doing. And he re lied that there ’-as sh’ ting 
and kipt running. T’-is ‘'•poks abp^t what I saw on the Z 

film (obviously not the woundin^^l^tc’.^ as far as the shooting 
is concerned. Would -'rofessi-pnal assassins s’pace their shots 
two sec'nds apart or wouldn't they fire at will once bhe sh-ot- 
ing started? 

I am looking fomvard to reading Post M rtem and I v/111 order it 
as so ;m as I can raise the money, but ray wife may have her baby 
tonight believe it or not, so I will be in a tight for a while. 

I wish yo \ a complete and speedy recovery, and I thank you for 
your natient bnd listening ear. Tell your charming wife Lilian 
th-t I really a^-reciated her letter also.
